A suit seeking to force reappor- 
tionment of Illinois' Congressional 
districts has been taken under con- 
sideration by the U S. Supreme 
Court.

torney General of Illinois, argued 
federal courts do not have author- 
ity to act in the case. He main- 
tained the house of representatives 
alone can determine questions in- 
volving election of its members. 


The case was brought before the 


Supreme Court on,appeal by three 
Illinois residents from a decision 
by a special three-judge U. S. 
District court m Chicago. 


Washington, March 9—(AP) — 


The government acted to spur 
production of shirts, shorts, dress- 
es and other scarce clothing items 
today by authorizing higher prices 
for cotton textiles. 


OPA disclosed the new policy 


in announcing more

price levels than the cotton in- 
dustry had been promised. These 
increases will be reflected in high- 
er retail prices for the garments 
named and for such other items 
as pajamas, and work clothing. 


New retail codings have net 


been set yet, but OPA said it ex- 
pects the price of shirts and house 
dresses, for example, to advance 
from 10 to 15 cents. Shorts may 
cost about eight cents more.

A few weeks ago, when OPA 


to textile mill representatives, it 
figured the increase for shirts 
would be only about five or six 
cents. 


The newly authorized retail price 


hike will be from two or three 
times that much mainly because 
OPA has decided, it announced 
last night, that higher prices tor 
textiles should be based on the 
increased market price of raw 
cotton.

Sunday evening to the chapel of 
All Hallows College, Dublin, where 
the cardinal spent

days preparing for the ministry, 
and will lie in state there Mon- 
day.

in the cathedral there. A solemn 
requiem high mass will be sung 
Wednesday, after which the body 
will be taken to Rineanna airport 
to be flown to the United States 
on a Constellation plane.

Ailing When He Left 


Cardinal Glennon was 
ailing 


slightly when he left home, suffer- 
ing from a mild case of bronchitis 
which weakened him and prevent- 
ed his following the custom of 
prostating himself before the Pope 
at the consistory in St. Peters. 


The prelate passed into a semi- 


coma last night and doctors vir- 
tually gave up hope at that time 
of saving his life 


Physicians said the Cardinal 


"spent a quiet night" but "his 
breathing became difficult'' about 
8 a. m., less than an hour before 
his death. 


The Cardinal's death occurred 


within a few miles of his birth- 
place in the village of Kmnegrad, 
in Westmeath county. 


Only last Monday he had told 


a group attending a luncheon in 
his honor that he would toil for 
the greater glory of the Irish 
people and the Catholics over 
whom he has spiritual authority. 


»Vbtfully Prophetic 


The prelate xvas wistfully pro- 


phetic Feb. 1 when he was notified 
officially of his elex'ation to the 
Cardmaiate. 


"It is a wondciful thing", he 


said at that time, "to be thus re- 
membeied at a time of life when 
I really should be forgotten, to 
be given this great honor before 
I die- 


He flew to Rome from Eire vvith 


two other U. S. Caidmals—Samuel 
Cardinal Stntch of Chicago -ind 
Edward Cardinal Money of De- 
troit—on his return tnp to the 
United States and remained here 
to visit relatives. 


The first indication that he was 


m failing health was seen Tuesday 
when he remained in his room 
throughout the day, except for a 
5-minute appearance during the 
evening at a state reception in his 
honor.

Illinois colleges have been forc- 


ed to adopt emergency measures 
to house veteran students flock- 
ing back to the campuses, an As- 
sociated Press survey showed to- 
day. 


Enrollment has increased for the 


current term in practically every 
case, but some schools believe 
they have the problem solved. 
Others are forced to restrict en- 
rollment, with veterans 
getting 


the preference in 
most 
cases. 


Some fear more severe shortages 
of accommodations when the fall 
term opens. 


Temporary housing units or 


barracks furnished or promised by 
the government are easing the sit- 
uation in some schools. 
Others 


have solved the problem with cam- 
paigns, aided by their newspapers, 
which brought responses from pri- 
vate homes. 


' Got Chanute Barracks 


The University of Illinois faced 


such a severe housing famine that 
trustees hurried to 
Washington 


and obtained army permission to 
use barracks at nearby Chanute 
Field to house patr of the over- 
flow. 
Complicating the problem 


now is failure of veterans to take 
advantage of this housing space. 
Officials say they apparently are 
reluctant to live in the barracks, 
because it is too much like army 
life. 


U- of I. enrollment for the se- 


iaester now opening is estimated 
at 12.000, up 3.000 from last 
semester and including an esti- 
mated 4,000 veterans. In addition 
to the Chanute barracks, the Uni- 
versity has converted a gymnas- 
ium into a dormitory and has mov- 
ed in about 275 portable houses

Native of Ireland 


Irish-bom John Joseph Glennon, 


an archbishop of the Roman Cath- 
olic church for 42 years, won at- 
tention from the Vatican for his 
success as an administrator as 
well as a spiritual leader to be- 
come the first American Cardinal 
west of the Mississippi river. 


One-of the church's outstanding 


orators, he also achieved success 
as a builder in his St. Louis arch- 
diocese. 


One of his notable accomplish- 


ments was the erection of the 
magnificent St. Louis cathedral, 
started in 1907 and completed at 
a cost of $2,000,000. Four card- 
inals and 39 bishops and archbish- 
ops were present at the dedication 
of the structure in 1926. 


His elevation to the cardinatate 


at the age of 83, announced by 
Pope Pius XII on December 23, 
long had been predicted. But he 
said he had been too busy with af- 
fairs of his archdiocese to specu- 
late in advance as to whether he 
was to receive the honor. "But you 
know how people are", he added 
with a twinkle in his eye, "there 
had been bossip". 


He flew to Rome for his in- 


vestiture in the College of Card- 
inaXls. Enroute he stopped in 
Eire and visited his birthplace. 
Three sisters and three nephews 
greeted him. 


Elevated-Feb. 18th 


On February 18, he was among 


the 32 Cardinals created at a his- 
tory-making secret consistory, the 
first convened since 1940 and the 
first to create new princes of the 
church in the seven-year reign of 
Pope Pius Xn. 


Speaking for himself and his 


three North American colleagues, 
Cardinal Glennon said: 


"This is a time in the world's 


history in which we must continue 
to battle—a time marked by war- 
fare against the church—a battle 
between faith and unfaith". 


She tall, gray-haired prelate 


spoke out for a militant church, 
saying that "we are soldiers of the 
King and must march forever und- 
er the cross". 


Born in the \'ilage of Kinnegrad, 


Westmea.th county, Ireland, June 
14 1862, amid scenes and tradi- 
tions of some of Erin's principal 
saints, John Joseph at an early- 
age conceived a strong desire for 
the priesthood. 


Assigned to Kansas City 


Completing primary studies in 


his native village, he was sent to 
the Diocesan college of St. Fiman, 
near Mullingar, after which he 
was graduated from All Hawllows 
college near Dublin. While at this 
missionary seminary the young 
theological student was' assigned 
to the diocese of Kansas City and 
came to America in 1883. 


Being under the canonical age 


for holy orders,, he continued his 
studies under Bishop John Hogan 
and on Dec. 20. 1884. was ordained 
by Bishop Hogan in the cathed- 
ral at Kansas City. 
~ 
His first pastoral assignment 


was as an assistant priest of St. 
Patrick's church in Kansas City. 
In 1887 he went on an educational 
tour of Europe and upon returning 
served again as an assistant past- 
or He was vicar-general of the 
diocese from 1892 to 1894 and dio- 
cesan administrator from 1894 to 
1895. 
Archbishop at 41 


The rapidly rising young priest, 


was appointed coadjutor to the 
archbishop of St. Louis on Apnl 
->! 1903. with the right to suc- 
cession. The following Oct. 13. at 
the comparatively early age of «-, 
he became archbishop upon the 
death of the Most Rev. John J. 
Kain.

There followed a long and fruit- 


ful regime which four decades lat- 
er gained for him the princely 
robes. 
, 
,.-„ 
The elderlv prelate, who on his 


daily walks became a familiar fig- 
ure'in St. Louis, was noted for his 
sense of humor, .although he some- 
times impressed people as being 
austere and formal. 
,, 


"Those who do not know him . 


it was once said of him. "are never 


in danger of mistaking his rank 
and those who do know him are 
never reminded of it'. 


When the Cardinal took his first 


plane ride, shortly before his trans- 
AtlanUc night to Rome for his 
investiture as a Prince of tne 
Chrucn. a companion remarked 
that it was an honor to take his 
first plane ride with his eminence. 
"It will be an even greater honor', 
replied His Eminence as he gazed 
out of the plane window, "to come 
down with him". 


Upon learning of his designation 


as 
a 
Cardinal, 
the 
prelate's 


thoughts turned to his devotion to 
the St. Louis archdiocese. He said: 


"In honoring me. the Holy Fath- 


er has honored our priests, our 
religious orders, all our people, 
Catholic and Protestant".

Always, a Scholar 


He died among scenes once 


familiar to the young theological 
student who was graduated from 
All Hallows college near Dublin 
ad came in 1883 to America, where 
he later fought from pulpit and 
rostrum for Irish independence. 


The Irish lad from Kinnegrad, 


Westmeath county, rose in Ameri- 
ca to heights which brought him 
renown in the Catholic church and 
throughout the world. Always a 
scholar, famed for ringing pro- 
nouncements on current problems, 
the eminent prelate was known in 
St. Louis as a kind, modest man 
with a twinkle in his eye and an 
interest in baseball. 


When he left St. Louis by plane 


Feb. 9 for his elevation to the 
College of Cardinals in Rome, he 
was in good health and excellent 
spirit, except for a mild case of 
bronchitis. He had flown only once 
before—just a few days before the 
long flight to Rome. 


Bishop Donnelly, who gave the 


first official news of the Cardin- 
al's death, just a few minutes af- 
ter a telephone call from Dublin, 
did not know yet at an early hour 
this morning just what arrange- 
ments for special services would be 
made today. 


Bishop Donnelly said the board 


of diocesan consulators would meet 
within eight days and appoint'an 
administrator to take charge of 
the archdiocese until the Pope 
named a succeeding archbishop.

Charges Sabotage 


"Far from taking steps to fur- 


ther the fulfillment of the decision 
reached by the Moscow confer- 
ence", the U. S. "impels the op- 
position (in Bulgaria") to sabotage 
the decision taken at the Moscow 
conference with a U. S. represen- 
tative participating", the broad- 
cast quoted the Russian note as 
saying.

the Bulgarian government with re- 
gard to the desirability of the in- 
clusion in the Bulgarian govern- 
ment of the Fatherland front, now 
being formed, of an additional two 
representatives of other demo- 
cratic groups who (a) are truly 
representative of the groups of 
the parties which are not par- 
ticiapting in the government and 
(b) are really suitable and will 
work loyally wifti the govern- 
ment. 


"As soon as the governments of 


the United States of America and 
the United Kingdom are convinced 
that this friendly advice has been 
accepted by the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment and the said additional 
representatives have been includ- 
ed in its body, the government of 
the United States and the govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom will 
recognize the Bulgarian govern- 
ment with which the government 
of the Soviet Union already has 
diplomatic relations".

Sees Clothing Bill Cut 


At present the supply of low 


and medium-priced garments is 
very small. Most shirts available, 
for example, sell at retail for $3 
and up. 


OPA figures that if shirts now 


priced at $2.10 but scarce and vir- 
tually unobtainable can be put 
back on the market in ample 
quantity at about $2.25, the av- 
erage family's clothing bill will 
then be trimmed. 


The Textile price increases ap- 


proved by OPA range in most 
cases from 5 to 10 per cent, plus 
another five per cent on certain 
kinds of fabrics urgently needed 
for clothing. Part of the general 
boost' is being granted to oftset 
a wage boost in the industry. 


OPA said speculators in the 


blame" for driving up prices of 
cotton market "are largely to 
raw cotton and clothing. To curb 
this speculation, cotton exchanges 
are .being urged to increase mar- 
gin requirements for trading in 
cotton futures. 


If they don't do this voluntarily, 


OPA said, ^the government may 
be forced to impose" tighter mar- 
gin requirements.

Phnrchill was inspired by a 


United States as a democracy, of 
the Supreme Court's recent ruling 
denying to military authorities the 
right, even in wartime, to usurp 
the functions of civil courts can- 
not be over-estimated.

ists somewhat ambiguously refer 
to as the "rule of law."
